pression. 
A t th e last m inute th e plans fo r the 
ag ricu ltu re conference w ere changed 
slightly and the farm leaders m et a t 
IO A. M. w ith S ecretary of A griculture 
H yde a t his office. 
P resident H oover 
asked the farm leaders to com e to the 
W hite H ouse a fte r lunch ra th e r than 
in the forenoon as planned. 
E very m ajor econom ic group in the

The federal

The shipping industry is to be given 
12 to 20 m illion dollars in ocean m ail 
contracts. 
T he federal reserve system is exert­ 
ing steady pressure to force down in­ 
te re st rates so as to enable business 
to hire m oney m ore cheaply. 
A griculture, though struggling w ith 
its own problem s, is in a situation to 
contribute no sm all m ite to the n a­ 
tion’s general buying schedules. A gri­ 
culture buys nearly a half billion dol­ 
lars w orth of farm im plem ents a year. 
Some twelve m illion people on farm s 
m ust have clothes, household goods, 
autom obiles and the o th er thousands 
oi articles necessary to every home.
